To summarize the following, an unintentional delay of longer than three months since 
the mailing of the Notice of Abandonment has occurred in filing the enclosed Petition for

Revival of an Application for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally because (1) the Notice of 
Abandonment was not received and (2) responsibility for the application was being transferred 
from one law firm to another law firm as a result of the application being acquired from the 
original assignee by the current assignee. 

The application is a U.S. non-provisional patent application that was filed on 
October 3/2000 by the law firm of Goldstein & Healey LLP. 

At the direction of iMimic Networking, Ina, the original assignee of 1 00% interest in 
the application, responsibility for the application was transferred from Goldstein & 
Healey LLP to Goldstein & Faucett LLP, as evidenced by the Power of Attorney filed on 
January 30, 2004. 

On June 30, 2005, a Stock Purchase Agreement was executed between iMimic 
Networking, Inc., and IronPort Systems, Inc., including the assignment of the application from 
iMimic Networking, Inc. to IronPort Systems, Inc. 

At the direction of IronPort Systems, Inc., the current assignee of 100% interest in the 
application, responsibility for this application was transferred from Goldstein & Faucett to 
Hickman Palermo Truong & Becker, LLP (hereinafter HPTB), as evidenced by the 
Revocation and New Power of Attorney filed on August 17, 2005. 

IronPort Systems, Inc., received the file for the application from Goldstein & Faucett 
shortly after July 7, 2005. 

The file for the application was transferred by IronPort Systems, Inc. to HPTB later in 
July, 2005. 

After receiving the file, HPTB determined that the file was incomplete, 

HPTB contacted Goldstein & Faucett on July 18, 2005 regarding the incomplete file. 

Goldstein & Faucett informed HTPB on July 19, 2005 that the original file was lost 
during a move from a previous law firm to Goldstein & Faucett, and that the incomplete file 
sent to IronPort Systems, Inc. included everything that was currently in Goldstein & Faucett' s 
possession for the application.

IronPort Systems, Inc., executed a Power to Inspect/Copy form on August 8, 2005 so 
that HPTB could obtain a copy of the file history for the application from the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office via the Faxpat service. 

HPTB was informed by the Faxpat service on August 17, 2005 that a copy of the file 
history could not be obtained because the file was in the possession of ah art unit within the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. 

HPTB contacted Examiner Bao Q. Truong, who is assigned to examine the 
application, on August 17, 2005, to ascertain the status of the file. 

• Examiner Truong informed HPTB that the application was not currently undergoing 
examination because the application's current status was "abandoned." 

Examiner Truong informed HPTB that a Notice of Abandonment was mailed 
February 17, 2005. 

The file obtained from Goldstein & Faucett did not contain a copy of the Notice of 
Abandonment. 

HPTB contacted Goldstein & Faucett and confirmed that Goldstein & Faucett did not 
receive the Notice of Abandonment. 

The above facts demonstrate that the delay in filing the Petition to Revive was 
unintentional and resulted from (1) the Notice of Abandonment not being received by the 
previous law firm, Goldstein & Faucett and (2) the transfer of responsibility for the 
application from Goldstein & Faucett to HPTB as a result of the acquisition of the application 
by IronPort Systems, Inc., from iMimic Networking, Inc. Thus, for at least these reasons, an 
unintentional delay of longer than three months since the mailing of the Notice of 
Abandonment on February 17, 2005 has occurred in filing the enclosed Petition for Revival of 
an Application for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally.
